Covernment Buys Rights of Long:
Privileged “Concessionaries,”

Reports from Sonth Afrlea show
thut & substantial step in advance has
recently been made by the tempoer-
ance enuse In that country., A werl
olif abetacle to the development of
sohier habits among both natives and
sottlers hns been removed by the ac-
tion of the British government In pur-
chaging the righta of the long-privi-
leged “Liguor Concessionnries” which
still obialned.

The “lquor econcesslonnries” In
South Afrien bave for many years
hean  opposed by the temperance
forees of the country, who desired to
fee the temptation which they In
duced wherever thoy went abollahed,
glnee, though thelr numbers were lm-
ited, the liberty they posecssed made
them a real danger.

The history of these people Is a pe-
cullar one. Many years ago the Cape
government granted to twelve men,
and their eldest or surviving son, for
three generatlons, the right to sell
gpirits wherever they chose In return
for sorvices rondered. Certain condl-
tlons were attached to this privilege,
one of which wuas that no oatlves
were to be supplied. The “liquor con
cesslonalre,” as he was termed, had n

try districts with a wagon full of
spirits, outspanning where he pleased,
ind remaining ns long as it pald him
to do so,

The clergy and misslonarles con-
tended naguinst the continuance of
this privilege, as did the traders, but
the permit was held, and the authorl-
tlen were unable to recall it
of the original concessionaires left
na successors, and their right died
with them; other holders Infringed
the rule as to supplying natives, and
by #o dolng forfeited thelr rights: but
others still continued the trade,

By degrees, the number of those
who could carry on this trade dimin-
ished, but for severnl years past the
lngt holders of the privilege were
commonly known even In the most
remote places where they practised
thelr special privilege. The conces-
slonalre made his own prices, which
were always less than those charged
at the hotels und stores; but as some
of thege men were the proprietors of
threa or four fully spanned and
equipped wugons, it {8 possible they
equinlized the reduction In prices by
an equal reduction in quallty. Aec-
cording to a recent report from the
colony, however, the government has
at last succecded In pourchosing the
rights of the remalnlng holdérs, and
most of the evils which followed the
trafl of the liguor concesslonalre's
wugon will be abated, to the declded
ndvantage of the whole country,

METHODS OF LIQUOR DEALER

Saleesman Employed by Certain Brow-
ery Tells of Inside Facts-—Couldn't
Stand Drinking.

A man who was formerly employed
ng salesman by 4 certain brewery gave
tup his smployment beocause he could
not stand the drinking he was expect-
ol do, In epeaking of thls to an
nequalntance he sald:

“Until you know what they are up
to from the inside you have but n
fuint fdea of the methods of the liquor
wen, In the elght months of employ-
ment by the brewery | learned more
about shady methods than 1 ever sus-
pected before, In three months be-
fore an election 1 personally spent for
the Lrewory mare than §1.800 to help
fix the voters so that the town would
not go drv. The wets won the elee-
tlon by elght votes, In that town the
brewery clenned up more than $1.800
per month above all expennes, so It
could well afford to buy votes, and It
did buy them and pay for them In cold
cngh."

In speaking of the methods of the
pollee In his town, he sald the musie
had been ordered out of the saloons In
order o force the saloon men to pay
the pollee for restoring the privilege
of which they had been deprived. Hae
nlgo sald that whenever the mayor of
the town planned a rald on saloons
that were violating the law, the chief
of pollce would call ap the saloon-
keepers on the 'phone and “put them
next,” so that nothing would be found
by the ralders.

He sald looal saloon men were pay-
ing large sums to be kept posted as
to who was working agalnst them, and
these men wera belng photograpbed
and polnted out to all members of the
Liguor Dealers’ assoclation,
